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CARRYING IT TOO FAR. 


Invention, of course, has helped in 
many ways to make m an’s life upon 
earth easier and more comfortable for 
him, but it is possible to carry inven­ 
tion too far, and in certain respects it 
is bein# carried too far nowadays. One 
of this lias just come to light through 
a dispatch from Berne, Switzerland, 
to the N ew York Times. 
According to 
this dispatch, the old days of Alpine 
climbing 
and Alpine adventure are 
nearly over. Beginning next year tour­ 
ists will be carried up to the topk of 
the p ea k s,by airplane. 
Many advantages are claimed for 
th is.n ew method. 
In the first place, 
instead of taking many hours or even 
sa Vera! days, the climb can be made in 
a few minutes. 
For instance, it now 
takes sixteen hours to reach the top of 
Mount Blanc 
from Chamounix, and 
the night must be spent at a height of 
• about 10,000 feet. 
In the future tour­ 
ists will step from the hotel at Cham­ 
ounix into an 
airplane 
and 
twenty 
minutes later they will be deposited on 
the Dome du Golder, which is close to 
the summit of the mountain. Thence 
a short climb with a guide will take 
them to the apex of the peak. 
They 
will be saved all exertion, except a lit­ 
tle at the very Last, they will avoid all 
danger, and the whole thing can be 
done so quickly that, by m aking an 
early start, they can get back to the 
hotel in time for breakfast. 
N ow it is evident'that when inven­ 
tion is carried to this extreme, it be­ 
comes a curse. 
The tourists of the fu­ 
ture who go to Mount Blanc in an air­ 
plane may feel themselves very super­ 
ior persons to the tourists of former 
years who had to toil up the mountain 
on foot. 
But the former are really 
to be pitied 
instead 
of envied, and 
they will realize this sooner or later, 
and will talk regretfully of “the good 
old days” when 
mountain 
climbing 
was mountain climbing and there w as 
some spice of danger and adventure in 
it, and there was no necessity of get­ 
ting back to the hotel for breakfast. 
And so it is with many of the “ im­ 
provements” which we 
are 
making 
nowadays, many of the wonderful in­ 
ventions 
which 
are 
revolutionizing 
pretty much everything. 
If we do not 
look out, we are going to “ im prove” 
all the spice out of life, delete all its 
possibilities of adventure, and so rev­ 
olutionize the world and all that is in 
it that it will become a very dull place 
in which to live. 
Perhaps when that 
day comes we shall turn agaiust our 
inventors and, instead of exalting and 
eulogizing them, shall begin to ex e­ 
crate them for 
spoiling 
what was a 
pretty good world before they m ed­ 
dled wit Ii it. 


FOR DEALING WITH ISHMAEL- 
ITES. 


In resolution calling for internation­ 
al disarmament and 
the 
abolition of 
w a g the World's 
Methodist Confer­ 
ence meeting in London, .did not con­ 
tent itself with pronouncing a conven­ 
tional endorsement of those two high­ 
ly desirable things. “ D ifferences,” the 
resolution reads, “ must be settled by 
reason and not by 
human 
slaughter 
and then it declares that if there be 


those who refuse to listen to reason, 
then let a way be tound bv which 
such Ishmaelites may feel the collec­ 
tive disapproval of the world.” 
Those who, after the reading of the 
resolution, protested that it endorsed 
the Washington disarmament confer­ 
ence but did not endorse the League 
ol Nations, tailed to grasp the signifi­ 
cance ot this clause ut the resolution 
referred to above. As a matter of fact, 
the thing which the Methodist Confer­ 
ence dem anded 
in this 
resolution is 
the thing which the League of Nations 
stands for. Indeed, one might say that 
it is the League of Nations itself; for 
what is the League of Nations but an 
instrument by means of which “such 
Ishmaelites” may be m ade to “ feel the 
collective disapproval of the w orld ?” 
The fact that it provides a way of 
dealing with Ismaelites is the distinc­ 
tive feature 
of 
the League. 
There 
have been other efforts to bring about 
disarmament and ensure 
peace but 
they provided no means of enforcing 
any agreem ents that might be enter­ 
ed into. 
They 
had 
no teeth. 
The 
League plan 
has teeth. 
It proposes 
not only a law but the enforcement of 
that law ; and it provides means for 
the law's enforcement. 
This very fact, 
which 
makes the 
League plan incomparably better than 
any other plan ever proposed or likely 
to be proposed, was seized upon by 
the League s foes as a pretext for re­ 
jecting it. 
It w as misrepresented and 
distorted and

was much non­

about a “supergovern­ 
ment.” 
Yet a peace 
plan 
without 
teeth is not worth the paper it is writ­ 
ten on; 
and

Frequently these have 
just enough of the earmarks of co­ 
operative organizations £q mislead 
and misguide, he said. 
“The cooperative movement has 
attained a place and gathered a 
momentum that was undreamed of 
a few years ago,” Mr. Gustafson 
declared. “Naturally it has created 
opportunity for fraud and misrep­ 
resentation by men and organiza­ 
tions with selfish 
and 
unworthy 
purposes.” 
Mr. Gustafson told the state mar­ 
keting officials that no objection 
could be made to their discourage­ 
ment of organizations having for 
their purpose merely the exploita­ 
tion of cooperative sentiment. 
“I believe that much good might 
be done,” he said, “through a cam­ 
paign of education that does not di­ 
rectly attack any one by name but 
which is directed toward driving 
home certain fundamentals of co­ 
operation.”

by the nine powers sitting as a 
committee on Pacific and Far E ast­ 
ern questions. 
The date of January I, 1923, was 
set for the abandonm ent of foreign 
postoffices and this w'as agreed to 
by all the powers represented ex­ 
cept Japan, whose representatives 
asked for time to hear from their 
government. The nine powers com­ 
mittee deferred final action until 
tomorrow on the question of extra 
territorial rights in China. 
* The 
principal of closing foreign courts 
it was said w’as agreed to, but con­ 
sideration of the formal resolution 
went over. 
The Japanese delegates, it was 
said, did not object to January 21, 
1923, as the date for abandoning 
their postoffices, but felt they did 
not have authority to agree to that 
date without referring the m atter 
to Tokio.

Publication of the letters of the late 
W alter Ii. Page, ambassador to Great 
Britain, concerning the Panama Canal 
tolls act may have an important in­ 
fluence on the course of events. 
The 
Page correspondence shows that Pres­ 
ident Wilson’s successful effort to se­ 
cure the repeal 
of 
the 
exemption 
clause of the act was closely connect­ 
ed with the president’s policy in Mex­ 
ico. 
The president was trying a new 
method of dealing with Mexico, a lib­ 
eral method based on justice and fair 
play, and in order to give this method 
a real trial he had to have the acqui­ 
escence and, in some measure, the co­ 
operation of the British. Ambassador 
Page 
was 
instrumental in inducing 
Great Britain to give the president a 
free hand and he was convinced that, 
in return for this and also to assure 
ontinued British cooperation in the 
future, it was advisable that the pres­ 
ident move for repeal of the exemp­ 
tion clause of the Canal tolls act. 
There is no doubt that a more fun­ 
damental reason was 
his 
conviction 
that this clause of the act was a viola­ 
tion of this country’s treaty engage­ 
ment with 
Britain, 
and it is equally 
certain that the president in moving 
tor repeal held the same conviction. 
But the Page correspondence seeming­ 
ly indicates that in urging the repeal 
at the time when he did urge it Mr. 
Wilson had prominently in mind the 
interest of his Mexican policy. 
Some 
will 
say 
that 
Mr. 
Wilson’s action was the result of a 
deal with England consummated in or­ 
der to give the much criticized Wilson 
“ watchful waiting” policy in Mexico a 
chance; and this half-truth may well 
be an effective weapon in their hands, 
appealing to prejudice and helping to 
obscure the fundamental question at 
issue.

THE SURPLUS SHIPS. 


Two hundred and five wooden ships 
which cost from $300,000 to $800,000 
each, 
were 
sold 
for $2,100 
each. 
Never before in the history of ships 
was there such a transaction as this 
one, 
which 
the 
shipping 
board 
completed. 
It is one of the most tre­ 
mendous “sacrifice sales” of history, 
and it makes gloomy reading for the 
public which 
has 
to meet the loss. 
That is to say, it makes gloomy read­ 
ing for the portion of the public which 
does not .stop to think. 
The people 


who do stop to think remember that 
the building of these ships was a war 
measure, that it was part of a neces­ 
sary step in the winning of the war. 
^ et, although tile results achieved 
were worth the price, the condition of 
over-supply which now exists with re­ 
gard to ships is none the less a m a z -1 
ing. 
The causes are easily discerned, 
but the fact itself is hard to get ac- ! 
customed to. 
In the days before the 
war and during the w ar itself, espe­ 
cially while 
the 
U-boats 
were de-1 
stroying vessels every day, a surplus-1 
age of ships seemed almost inconceiv­ 
able. 
Yet today the world has a great 
many more ships than it neds, more 
than it would 
need 
if international 
trade w ere booming. 
On June 30, I 
1914, there 
were 
in service 19,061 
steel steamers aggregating 41,984,000 j 
gross tons whereas 
at present there 
are 22,386 steel steamers with a total 
tonnage of 54,764,000. 
This is enough to astonish anybody, 
but it must be especially astonishing 
to the men w ho conceived the German 
U-boat campaign. 
There w as never a 
more dramatic illustration of the ten­ 
dency of human plans to go awry. Von 
Tirpitz and his colleagues tried to de­ 
stroy the world’s 
shipping. 
Instead, 
they enormously increased it, so that 
today the world possesses nearly 12,- 
000,000 more tons of shipping than it 
possessed before the war; and this is 
only steel shipping and takes no ac­ 
count at all of craft like the wooden 
ships which this government is now 
virtually giving away.

the more general, more academic ones

Besides, it was known 
that Panken had no chance and Hy­ 
lan was

friend to the “common man.” It is not 
surprising that his vote was especially 
large in socialist strongholds in New*

Weaker Brine Is Needed Than 
for Salt Variety.

The method of making dill pickles 
diners 
from 
that 
of 
making 
salt 
pickles in two important particulars— 
a much weaker brine is used. and 
spices are added, chiefly dill, accord­ 
ing to food specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
entire stalk of the dill herb is used. 
Because of the weaker salt concentra­ 
tion the curing of dill pickles takes 
only half the time required for or­ 
dinary hrined pickles, but measures to 
prevent spoilage are necessary. 
In 
making 
pickles 
straight-sided 
open-topped jars are the best recepta­ 
cle to use. 
One holding four gallons 
is a convenient size. 
A narrow neck 
jar is not satisfactory for this pur­ 
pose. 
Iii the bottom of the jar place a 
D er of dill and one-half ounce of 
mixed spice. Then till the jar to with­ 
in two or three inches of the top with 
washed cucumbers of uniform size. 
Add another one-half ounce of spice 
and layer of dill. 
If obtainable, place 
a layer of grape leaves over the top. 
They may be placed both at the bot­ 
tom and the top. 
Grape leaves have 
been found to have a greening effect 
on the pickles. 
Muke tile brine as fol­ 
lows: 
Salt, one pound; vinegar, % 
quart; water, IO quarts, (’over with a 
weighted board or plate to hold the 
cucumbers well below the brine. 
If 
packed ut a suitable temperature (86 
degrees F.) an active fermentation will 
at once set In. 
This should be com­ 
pleted in from IO days to two weeks 
lf the temperature (8t> degrees F.) is 
maintained. A scum soon forms on flip 
surface, which should he skimmed off. 
After active fermentation has ceased 
it is necessary to protect the pickles 
against spoilage. The surface exposed 
around the board cover should he coat­ 
ed with paraffin, or the pickles should 
Im? sealed in glass Jars or cans when 
sufficiently cured.
